Keith’s icon 
remanded 
for child porn 

guilty Best known as the 
outspoken Scotsman who 
chastised a “spilly-talker” 
in a series of commercials 
for the Alexander Keith’s 
ale in 2005, Robert Smith, 
43, was remanded in 
custody yesterday after 
pleading guilty in May to 
charges of possessing and 
distributing child pornog¬ 
raphy online. 

“I failed as a father to my 
children, and a husband to 
my wife. By viewing what I 
viewed and doing nothing 
to stop it, I failed as a 
human being,” the former 
actor said in court yester¬ 
day. 

In September 2005, 
Toronto police observed 
him downloading images 
and videos of children be¬ 
ing sexually exploited. The 
following February, 
officers found about 1,100 
child-porn files on two co¬ 
mputers and 14 CDs while 
searching his Toronto

Early fire 
engulfs 
rope biz 

Firefighters injured in blaze

Firefighters had a narrow 
escape yesterday when a 
suspicious fire ripped 
through a rope-making 
business in Prospect Bay. 

Up to 40 firefighters bat¬ 
tled the massive dawn blaze 
at Maritime Cordage. 

Two of them had a near 
miss when a wall collapsed. 
The firefighters escaped 
with mild injuries. The 
wood-and-steel building 
was destroyed and fire in¬ 
spectors are combing the 
site for clues as to the cause. 

RCMP Sgt. Mark Gal¬ 
lagher said the building’s 
security alarm went off at 
5:45 a.m. An employee ar¬ 
rived to find the structure 
on fire. RCMP and fire serv¬ 
ices soon followed. 

“We’re looking at it as be¬ 
ing suspicious,” he said. 

Dave Meldrum, spokes¬ 
man for Halifax Regional 
Fire Service, said crews en¬ 
countered heavy fire and 
smoke when they respond¬ 
ed to the call. 

“A couple of our firefight¬ 
ers were on the outside of 
the building when we had a 


partial wall collapse,” Mel¬ 
drum said as black smoke 
billowed from the building 
behind him. 

“They did get out of the 
way,” he said, adding they 
are trained to deal with this 
type of situation. 

Julia Creaser lives two 
houses from the fire at 31 
Pinedale Dr. She woke to 
the sound of fire engines. 
She ignored them at first, 
but “then I heard a boom.” 

She went outside to find 
the streets full of worried 
residents. 

“The smoke was a good 
couple of hundred feet 
high,” she added. 

A man who identified 
himself as the owner of the 
business, which has been in 
operation since 1996, 
watched the building bum. 

“A lot of people are very 
upset,” he said. “We have a 
good business.” 

Carson Moore is listed as 
the president of Maritime 
Cordage. The business em¬ 
ploys 12 people, none of 
whom were in the building 
at the time of the blaze.

It’s been just seven 
months since Jennifer 
Horne, 20, was found dead 
in a Dartmouth apartment 
on New Year’s Eve. An¬ 
drews, her ex-husband,

family and friends came to 
court yesterday to see the 
couple accused of killing 
Jennifer, and to speak on 
Jennifer’s behalf. 

“She deserved the sup¬ 
port,” Andrews said quietly, 
unable to say much more. 

Wearing white shirts and 
somber faces, the victim’s 
family stared at Desmond 
Maguire and Ashley Haley, 
both charged with first-de¬ 
gree murder. Haley, 20, who 
gave birth to her second 
child with Maguire in jail 
last spring, hasn’t yet found 
a lawyer. Maguire’s defence 
lawyer, Anne Calder, asked 
for a psychiatric assessment 
to determine whether the 
37-year-old is fit to stand tri¬ 
al — or could be found not 
criminally responsible. 

The two will be back in 
court Sept. 16, when

Maguire’s psychiatric as¬ 
sessment should be done. 

In police warrants, investi¬ 
gators have said Home was 
tortured, a crime they called 
“relevant to sexual sadism.” 

Jennifer’s father, Kevin 
Horne, praised the police, 
and said he has faith in the 
court system. 

“Justice will be served,” 
said the Halifax carpenter. 

The family has only re¬ 
cently begun to speak out.

100 charges laid in Glace Bay drug raid

Halifax and Cape Breton 
police teamed up for a 
$125,000 drug raid in 
Glace Bay yesterday. 

Officers hit nearly a 
dozen homes, a business 
and a community out¬ 


reach centre in the crack¬ 
down on street-level drug 
trafficking. Forty officers 
were involved in the oper¬ 
ation that led to more 
than 100 charges being 
laid against 21 people. 

One suspect was arrest¬ 
ed at the VIP Nails down¬ 
town. Another was de¬ 
tained at nearby Harvest 


House, a non-profit help 
centre. 

“This action should send 
a strong message to crimi¬ 
nals,” said Justice Minister 
Cecil Clarke “In this 
province, we are all work¬ 
ing together to put a stop 
to dmgs.

Three private resi¬ 


dences and VIP Nails were 
targeted under the Safer 
Communities and Neigh¬ 
bourhoods Act.

Online petition wants reference to founder removed

Whether the founder of 
Halifax or not, a man who 
ordered all Mi’kmaq 
men, women and 
children scalped for a 10- 
pound sterling reward in 
1749 , should not be hon¬ 
oured, says a group peti¬ 
tioning to have Sir 
Edward Cornwallis’ name 
erased from a downtown 
park and his statue 
removed. 

“I don’t want to rewrite 
history,” said Cheryl 
LeBlanc-Weldon, a Grade 3 
teacher in West-Chezzet- 
coolc. 

“I don’t want him put 
out of history, I just don’t 
want him to be honoured.” 

Although she grew up 
in Nova Scotia, LeBlanc- 
Weldon was surprised 
to learn the true history 
of Cornwallis just a couple 
of years ago when she 
asked Halifax Mi’kmaq au¬ 
thor Daniel Paul to speak 
to her class about the Nova 
Scotia First Nations com¬ 
munity. 

She was shocked to learn 
the truth about the 
founder of Halifax. 

Last week she started an 


online petition to have 
Cornwallis Park in down¬ 
town Halifax renamed 
and the statue of the Eng¬ 
lish military man taken 
down. 

Paul has been fighting 
for the same since about 
1986, he said. 

He was the first to start 


educating Nova Scotians 
about Cornwallis’ scalp 
proclamations. 

“I brought them out of 
the closet and marched 
them across the stage and 
a lot of people didn’t like 
it,” he said. 

When asked about re¬ 
moving the statue and re¬ 



naming the park, Minister 
of Heritage and Culture 
Bill Doolcs said the con¬ 
cerns are nothing new. 

“Things happened in the 
past that we couldn’t con¬ 
trol and that we’re not 
very proud of, but we’re fo¬ 
cused on the future,” he 
said. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald said there are 
many things that have 
happened in Nova Scotia’s 
history that weren’t right 
and the province will take 
LeBlanc-Weldon’s concerns 
into consideration. 

“I think there is value in 
reviewing what is being 
suggested,” he said.

Telling your professor ‘u r 
18’ might get the message 
across, but it won’t get you 
an A. 

A generation raised on 
text messages and e-mail is 
in for a linguistic shock 
when they hit metro’s uni¬ 
versity campuses this fall. 

Saint Mary’s University 
is running a writing boot 
camp to help students 
avoid the first-year grade 
drop. 

“The average student 
coming in is not going to 
give the professor what 
they want to get a good 
grade,” said Julie-Ann Vin¬ 
cent, head of SMU’s Writ¬ 
ing Centre. She’s in charge 
of the voluntary two-day 
course. 

While she sees students 
struggle with basic 
spelling and grammar, 
the biggest problem is put¬ 
ting thoughts clearly on 
paper. 

Vincent said it’s not that 
the level of language skills 
has dropped, but the door 



to university has gotten 
much wider. Forty years 
ago, only students earning 
90s went to university. 

“We now have all of the 
A-, B, C and, in some cases, 
the D students,” explained 
Vincent. “Students are 
falling

Stealing crosswalk flags is 
‘mean-spirited,’ said Coun.

Tories may trigger election

Ottawa Russia’s military 
intrusion into parts of 
Georgia reflects a “Soviet- 
era mentality” that is 
deeply troubling, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
said Thursday as he urged 
Moscow to withdraw. 

“I am deeply troubled by 
a notion I see developing 
in Russia ... that Russia 
somehow has a say or 
some control over coun¬ 
tries outside of its borders. 
In my judgment this is a 
very worrisome develop¬ 
ment,” Harper told re¬ 
porters at an event in New¬ 
foundland. 

“It really indicates a Sovi¬ 
et-era mentality and I 
think it is something that 
all democratic countries 
should speak out strongly 
against and I hope Russia 
will reconsider its actions,” 
Harper said. 

Russian troops have oc¬ 
cupied parts of Georgia 
since repelling a Georgian 
attack last week on the 
tiny pro-Russian separatist 
territory of South Ossetia. 

On Thursday, Russian 
armed forces moved in or 
around at least three Geor¬ 
gian towns, ignoring de¬ 
mands by Washington and 
other Western countries 
that Moscow respect Geor¬ 
gia's territorial integrity.

Sizzling sixth gold 
for phenom Phelps 

American just one short of Spitz's mark 


Michael Phelps moved 
within reach of his goal 
of winning eight gold 
medals at the Beijing 
Olympics when he won 
his sixth early this morn¬ 
ing with another world 
record, his sixth in a 
week. 

The seemingly-invinci- 
ble American stormed to 
victory in the 200-metre 
individual medley final, 
equalling his golden haul 
from Athens four years 
ago and leaving him just 
one short of matching 
Mark Spitz’s record of sev¬ 
en golds in Munich in 
1972. 

Phelps led all the way to 
touch the wall first in one 
minute 54.23 seconds, 
0.57 inside his previous 
record of 1:54.80 set at 
last month’s U.S. Olympic 
trials, beating Hungary’s 


Laszlo Cseh and teammate 
Ryan Lochte. 

Keith Beavers of Or¬ 
angeville, Ont., placed sev¬ 
enth in a time of 1:59.43. 

The 23-year-old Phelps 
had earlier won the 400 
individual medley, 4x100 
freestyle relay, 200 
freestyle, 4x200 freestyle 
relay and 200 butterfly. 

“I just wanted to step on 
it in the first 50 a little bit 
and try and get out to an 
early lead,” said Phelps. “I 
knew in the first half if I 
got a big enough lead I 
though I could hang on 
and that’s all I wanted to 
do.” 

Cseh won his third sil¬ 
ver medal behind Phelps 
this week, while Lochte 
grabbed the bronze de¬ 
spite diving back into the 
pool half an hour after he 
broke the 200-metre back¬ 


stroke world record to win 
his first individual gold. 

Lochte wiped 0.38 off 
the record he shared with 
his teammate Aaron Peir- 
sol when he surged away 
on the last length to win 
in 1:53.94. Peirsol held on 
for the silver while the 
bronze went to Russian 
Arkady Vyatchanin. 

Germany’s Britta Steffen 
won the women's 100 
freestyle final by a finger¬ 
tip from Australia’s world 
record holder Libby Triclc- 
ett. 

Steffen, who held the 
world record for nearly 
two years until Triclcett 
snatched it in March, over¬ 
hauled the Australian on 
the last stroke to win gold 
in 53.12 with Triclcett just 
0.04 behind and American 
Natalie Coughlin third.

baseball Cuban bats were 
booming on a stormy day at 
the Olympic baseball tour¬ 
nament, Alexander Malleta 
and Alfredo Despaigne 
smacking two-run homers 
to lift the defending gold 
medallists to a 7-6 win over 
Canada yesterday. 

Earlier, it was ferocious 
storms providing the thun¬ 
der at Wulcesong Field as 
rains swept across the 
Olympic city, interrupting 
play and forcing the post¬ 


ponement of one game. 

Canada produced fire¬ 
works of their own, Nick 
Weglarz slamming a pair of 
homers and Michael Saun¬ 
ders adding a two-run shot 
to power them to a 5-3 
sixth-inning lead. 

But Cuba hit back in the 
bottom of the inning with 
two-run blasts from De¬ 
spaigne and Malleta to go 
in front and leave the three¬ 
time Olympic champions 
unbeaten and on course for 


another gold medal. 

“It was a missed opportu¬ 
nity,” Cana¬ 
dian coach 
Teny Puhl 
said. “But we 
can’t let our 
intensity lev¬ 
el drop be¬ 
cause of a 
Saunders tough loss 
and I don’t 

think we will.” 

Japan rebounded from a 
tough loss to Cuba in their 


opener to beat Taiwan 6-1 
and level their record at 1-1. 

Taiwan had battled Japan 
into the ninth inning and 
were in position to pull off 
the upset until the World 
Baseball Classic winners ex¬ 
ploded for four runs in 
their final at bat to clinch 
the victoiy. 

The United States fought 
through two rain delays to 
sink the Netherlands 7-0 
and collect their first 
Olympic baseball win since 


taking gold at the Sydney 
Games. 

The U.S. failed to qualify 
a team for the Athens 
Games and suffered a heart¬ 
breaking 8-7 loss to South 
Korea in their Beijing open¬ 
er on Wednesday. 

But the Americans re¬ 
vived their medal hopes 
with a rain-shortened eight¬ 
inning victoiy highlighted 
by a sparkling pitching per¬ 
formance from Stephen

Expert believes cash would help Canada reach podium 



So the question, essential¬ 
ly, is whether Ontarian 
Mike Brown would not 
have fallen 9/100ths of a 
second short of a bronze 
medal at the Olympics 
had he received more 
funding for training be¬ 
fore splashing into the 
pool in Beijing? 

The answer, essentially, 
is: Who knows? 

Jane Roos believes she 
does. The founder a 
decade ago of a charity de¬ 
voted to raising funds for 
Canada’s Olympians — 
check out www.canadi- 
anathletesnow.ca — Roos 
knows what our athletes 
have done behind the 
scenes to make ends meet 
and pursue their dreams 
simultaneously. She 
knows how they train. 


And strain. And drain 
their brains. 

And she insists that, un¬ 
der the circumstances, 
they’re faring well in Chi¬ 
na. Medals or not. 

“Considering their lack 
of financial support,” she 
says, “they’re doing great. 

“Take Mike Brown. He 
finished fourth (in the 
200-metre breaststroke). 
Many of us couldn’t finish 
fourth in anything on our 
street, let alone in world- 
class swimming. Mike 
sent me an email right af¬ 
ter the race. He basically 
told me he was proud and 
sad at the same time. But 
there’s no way he should 
be sad.” 

And he wouldn’t be, 
Roos reckons, if he’d re¬ 
ceived more money for 
pre-Olympic training. 

“I think a more elite 
training system would 
have enabled Mike to win 
a medal,” Roos says. “Very 
few of our athletes can 
train as, say, the Ameri¬ 
cans do. In Canada, ath¬ 
letes get some funding 
from the government, 


about $1,500 a year. And 
then our organization 
raises enough to give ath¬ 
letes $12,000 a year. 

We’ve raised $7-million 
for them in 10 years. 

We’re proud

Canadian corpora¬ 
tions say in expensive 
commercials they take 
care of our athletes, but 
do they? 

“Our corporations can 
do much better. So could 
our government.” 

Canadians such as 
Toronto businessman Jeff 
Frlcetich argue against tax 
dollars for Olympians. 

“Why care about how 
many medals Canada 
wins?” he asked in an 


email he sent me yester¬ 
day. “Lack of funding ham¬ 
pers our athletes. So 

should we spend hundreds 
of millions so we can win a 
medal in field hockey? 

Badminton? 
Synchro¬ 
nized diving? 
Please. We 
have some 
real prob¬ 
lems in this 
country that 
need the 
money.” 

Roos agrees, but only 
partly. 

“We have problems, 
yes,” she says, “but Cana¬ 
da has enough resources 
to address them and also 
help our athletes. We 

need excellence on a 
world stage. We get de¬ 
pressed when we don’t 
win medals and we need 
to focus on making 
dreams come true.” 

The debate, of course, 
shall continue.

screens one year shy of the 
40th anniversary of 
Woody Allen’s directorial 
debut Take The Money 
And Run. 

Despite the fact that the 
director has averaged one 
film per year since, his lat¬ 
est movie has the energy, 
vitality, and themes of a 
young filmmaker tiying to 
make a name for himself. 
A change of scenery 


worked wonders for Allen 
in 2005 when he traveled 
to London to make Match 
Point (arguably his great¬ 
est drama), and a Spanish 
setting has proved to be 
equally inspiring for the 
72-year-old filmmaker on 
this project, which is his 
finest romantic comedy in 
years. 

Scarlett Johansson and 
Rebecca Hall star as the tit¬ 
ular duo Vicky and Cristi¬ 
na, two lost souls spending 
a summer in Barcelona. 

They meet Juan Antonio 
(Javier Bardem), an artist 
who introduces himself by 
inviting the pair to join 
him for a weekend of food, 
wine, and lovemaking. 

The girls agree and 
while Vicky must put 
aside her feelings for Juan 
because of an impending 
marriage, Cristina contin¬ 
ues her affair with the 
artist, which grows more 


complicated when his ex- 
wife (Peneope Cruz) re¬ 
turns. 

What follows is a breezy, 
cheerful, and hilarious ode 
to youthful indiscretions 
filmed in the burned-out 
warm colors and unpre¬ 
dictable style of New Mexi¬ 
can Cinema. 

Ever the pessimist, Allen 
refuses to grant his charac¬ 
ters a “happily ever after,” 
but the movie still benefits 
from the most joyful rep¬ 
resentation love that Allen 
has permitted on screen 
since Dianne Keaton ut¬ 
tered “La-di-da.” 

Granted, the film sug¬ 
gests that such love is 
fleeting and must be ap¬ 
preciated before it in¬ 
evitably disappears, but by 
Woody’s standards that 
statement is practically a 
Hallmark card. 

Away from his New York 
setting, Vicky Christina 


Barcelona certainly 

doesn’t rank among 
Allen’s greatest achieve¬ 
ments, but it is his most 
successful comedy this 
decade and boasts sensa¬ 


tional performances from 
Bardem and Cruz (whose 
brief kiss with Johansson 
has been sadly over publi¬ 
cized). 

Hopefully this hit-and- 


miss four year cinematic 
excursion to Europe will 
revitalize Allen when he 
returns to New York to 
shoot his upcoming collab¬ 
oration with Lariy David.

Rainn Wilson enjoyed 
getting out of The Office 
for a little while. 

The Emmy-nominated 
and Screen Actors Guild 
winner got to trade in his 
role as the authoritarian 
and socially inept sales rep 
Dwight Schrute in the 
NBC sitcom for a shaggy- 
haired, beer-swilling musi¬ 
cian in his new family 
comedy The Rocker — 
filmed in part in Toronto. 

In the movie directed by 
Oscar-nominated filmmak¬ 
er Peter Cattaneo (The Full 
Monty), Wilson plays Fish, 
a drummer in a 1980s hair 
metal group who’s ditched 
by his band mates just as 
they’re on the cusp of su¬ 
perstardom. He gets a new 
lease on life, and a chance 
at the fame he missed out 
on after a clip of him 


drumming in the nude for 
his nephew’s band sur¬ 
faces online. “I’m so used 
to playing nerdy weirdos,” 
says Wilson, 42. 

“So it was a fun chal¬ 
lenge to get out and cut 
loose for the role of Fish. I 
didn’t really have any spe¬ 
cific drummers in mind 
when I worked out the 
part, though, because 
there are so many great 
ones, and I wanted to cre¬ 
ate this character that was 
all flash and no substance. 

“Most of my memory 
from filming this thing 
was a lot of artificial sweat 
and a Hallowe’en wig.” 

The premise sounds like 
a familiar story involving a 
certain Fab Four and their 
former drummer, doesn’t 
it? But the music aficiona¬ 
do — he’s a fan of Wilco, 
Bob Dylan and The Nation¬ 
al to name a few — insists 
he never asked Pete Best, 
arguably the music 


world’s most notorious 
could-have-been (who 
makes a cameo in the 
movie), for insight on 
what it’s like to be the one 
left behind. 

“No, I didn’t take any 
tips from him, but it was 
very cool to meet him,” 
says Wilson. “I was really 
nervous about it, actually.” 

So with The Rocker in 
the can, Wilson’s looking 
forward to the 3-D feature 
Transformers II: Revenge 


of The Fallen, slated for re¬ 
lease next June. Online re¬ 
ports say the actor will 
make a cameo as a univer¬ 
sity professor, but Wil¬ 
son’s pretty tight-lipped 
about it himself. He will 
offer this little nugget of 
information, however: 

“I get to kill Shia 
LeBeouf,” he laughs. 

“It’s going to be pretty 
awesome, because that an¬ 
noying little jerk has it 
coming.”

review Aside from a scene 
in which an anxious Bill 
Pullman obliterates the top 
of a bottle of wine with a 
samurai sword, there are no 
surprises in Bottle Shock. 

This is partially because 
its stoiy — about a group of 
affable, flannel-clad Napa 
Valley winemakers who 
turn the industiy on its 
snooty French nose by pro¬ 
ducing a top-shelf Chardon- 
nay — is based in fact: in 
1973, the California-based

Maybe someone will get 
discovered. Some people 
are betting on Joyslide, a 
group from north of Bei¬ 
jing who have released al¬ 
bums with titles like 
Drunk is Beautiful and 
Eveiything Sucks. 

Or maybe zhongguo 
yaog n has something to 
teach us. Because pirates 
and counterfeiters de¬ 
stroyed all semblance of a 
Western-style music indus¬ 
try years ago, some music 
industry experts are look¬ 
ing at China for clues on 
how they can adapt to the 
new realties they face at 
home. If you can’t sell 
CDs, how can you make a 
living? This year’s Music 
Matters Asia, the annual 
Asia-Pacific music forum 
in Hong Kong was the 
biggest yet, and featured 
speakers like U2 manager 
Paul McGuinness and Ter¬ 
ry McBride of Canada’s 
Nettwerlc Records. 

No one knows what 
long-term effects the 
Olympics will have on Chi¬ 
na, but I have a feeling 
that music is going to be 
involved somewhere along 
the way.
